William Darling, father of the fa- 


mous Grace Darling, died at Bam- 
bargh on Sunday morning, in his 80th 
rear. Deceased was for several years 
the keeper of the Longstone Light- 
house, Fame Islands, where sometime 
af o he was succeeded by hi* son, and 
retired to Bamburgh to end his days 
in tiniet and repose. It was while !iv- 
in" at the Lougstone light that the 
event occurred which has given to his 
family a historical celebrity that will 
be lasting. 
A portion of the wreck of 


the John" Humble steumer was discov 
ertd OH the Lougstone Kocks at (lay- 
break, on September 6, 1S3S. 
By the 


aid of a glass, persons were discover- 
ed clinging to the fragment oi wreck, 
but tlie"Xorth Sunderland boatmen and 
everv experienced seamen, including 
Darling himself, declared any effort to 
reach them would be mere madness, 
and sure to add to the number of lives 
sacrificed. 
Grace Darling at length, 


by her entreaties and tears, induced 
her father to get into a boat with 
her, 


and father and daughter reached the 
wreck in safety, where they had the 
satisfaction of saving the lives of nine 
persons, including that of a woman 
who lay half drowned in a corner of 
the wreck, with the stiffened corpse of 
her two children in her arms. 
This 


noble deed brought honors upon Grace 
and her father from every quarter, as 
well a» substantial recognition. Grace 
died of consumption at'Hamburgh in 
October, 1S42, at twenty-seven years 
of ace- 
The father was thus described 


a few years before his death, by a visi- 
tor at Bamburgh: "As yon a waiting 
for the service to begin, you will see 
an old man. still hale and strong, but 
•with a wrinkled brow, nnd hair of sil- 
yerv white, enter the church. 
He is i 


clad in the old blue coat, with brass 
buttons, which -was fashionable forty 
years ago, and his nether limbs were 
draped'in trowsers of white nankeen. 
The old man is worth a close inspec- 
tion for his own sake, for it is not often 
that vou will see a face so singularly 
culm'and beautiful as his is; but that 
is not the reason why I call your at- 
tention to him: 
Yon'oUl man bears a 


name which has a power to send a 
thrill through hearts not easily im- 
pressed, and which once was famous i 
in the fartherest corners of the earth." :
